Iran is not 
taking or deciding sides at this time. 

The United Nations have very difficult decisions to make and 
it will force Middle East countries to work situations out between 
themselves and to stop looking to the "west” for help. 

There will come a time when land or boundaries or borders 
will be different in the Middle East than the way that they
